With  the  click  of  the  camera  and  a  "Look  pretty,  please,"  the  production  of  the  "Annie"  bs- 
gan.  The  1942  class,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Falls,  vowed  the  well-worn  phrase,  "This 
will  be  the  best  one  yet."  The  staff  was  headed  by  B.  Tarr  with  B.  Montgomery  as  rewrite 
editor.

M.  Cox,  B.  Miller,  B.  Mutton  and  E.  Smelser,  the  senior  class  editors,  listened  in  on  conversa- 
tions to  get  the  favorite  phrases  used  by  their  classmates.  The  girls  worked  joyously  and  vig- 
orously in  writing  up,  to  perfection,  this  section  for  the  72  graduates.  A.  Wise  typed  the 
enrollment  list  used  for  checking  of  spelling. 

The  underclass  write-ups  were  written  by  V.  MacGregor.  Activities  were  covered  by  B.  Mill- 
house,  R.  Felmlee,  B.  Perl,  and  E.  Pontius. 

G.  A.  A.  and  boys'  sports  were  submitted  by  M.  Pond,  G.  A.  A.  editor;  and  by  the  sports 
editors,  P  .Oyer  and  L.  Henry. 

B.  Mason,  class  treasurer,  was  the  bookkeeper  for  this  year.  L.  Meyer  acted  as  advertising 
manager,  with  B.  Parkison,  R.  McQueen,  D.  Fisher,  R.  Harman,  D.  Schmidt  and  H.  Shaefer 
soliciting  the  city  for  ads.  The  boys'  goal  was  $100;  they  turned  in  $140. 

Short  work  was  made  of  tedious  preparation  of  the  dummy  by  the  typists:  D.  Loveless,  L. 
Kraft,  B  .Mason  and  P.  McCoy. 

Poems  and  general  aid  and  mirth  were  rendered  by  that  old  handy  man,  William  "Shake- 
speare" Perl. 

Those  linoleum  block  division  pages,  the  "school  days"  borders  and  the  "kid"  drawings  on 
the  senior  pages  were  done  by  L.  Hegerfeld. 

Since  the  Anlibrum  does  not  have  an  office  of  its  own,  the  journalism  class  room,  the  teach- 
ers' rest  room,  room  5,  the  stage,  the  outer  office  and  the  Advance  room  became  the  labora- 
tory for  clicking,  cutting  and  pasting,  typing  and  copyreading,  checking  and  mailing  and  for 
the  chattering  that  adds  zest  to  journalism.

The  Elmhurst  basketball  varsity  experienced  a  very  successful  season  under  Coach  "Snitz" 
Snider's  tutelage.  They  built  up  a  ten-game  winning  streak  which  was  broken  in  the  finals 
of  the  county  tourney  when  they  lost  a  heart-breaking  overtime  battle  to  Hoagland.  This 
seemed  to  take  the  heart  out  of  them  for  they  failed  to  hit  their  stride  the  rest  of  the  season. 
However,  their  record  of  15  wins  and  8  losses  was  a  great  improvement;  and  the  boys  and 
Mr.  Snider  deserve  a  lot  of  credit.  Snider  taught  them  a  zone  defense;  the  boys  maniuplated 
it  so  well  that  the  Trojans  had  a  defensive  average  of  25.8,  the  best  in  the  county.  Their 
offensive  average  was  31.7  so  they  averaged  5.9  points  per  game  more  than  their  oppontents. 
The  Trojans  were  not  an  accurate  shooting  club,  but  they  hit  an  average  of  18.7°o  while 
their   opponents   hit    18.1%    oi   their   shots. 


Snider's  half-time  pep  talks  seemed  to  be  a  great  inspiration,  for  the  boys  outscored  their 
opponents  by  the  ratio  of  7  to  5  in  the  third  period;  and  4  to  3  for  the  entire  last  lialf,  while 
in  the  first  half  the  ratio  was  7  to  6.

"Remember  Pearl  Harbor!"  This  was  one  of  the  cries  of  the  affirmative  team  this  year  to 
prove  their  point  that  never  again  should  we  be  unprepared.  The  question  under  debate 
was,  "Resolved:  That,  as  a  permanent  policy,  every  able-bodied  male  citizen  in  the 
United  States  should  be  required  to  have  one  year  of  full-time  military  training  before 
attaining  the  present  draft  age."  The  negative  argued  that  we  shouldn't  militarize  our 
youth  after  this  war  is  over  because  it  will  be  entirely  unnecessary.  They  added  that  the 
United  States  has  never  been  defeated  in  a  war,  no  matter  how  unprepared  we  were.

Chancing  to  poke  your  head  in  Room  5  any  night  the  Advance  stayed,  you  would  have 
found  8  individuals,  members  of  the  main  editorial  stafi,  vv'orking  industriously  to  put  out  the 
paper  you  read  every  month  for  the  past  year.  If  you  had  remained  to  eavesdrop  a  little, 
you  v^ould  have  heard  questions  flying  everywhere.  Someone  usually  said,  "What  hap- 
pened to  that  article?"    or  "I  told  her  to  write  it  up!"  or  "Will  someone  type  this,  please?"

Lois  Schneider  was  general  chairman  and 
prodded  all  the  other  committee  members  into  making  the  banquet  a  success.  Each  member 
of  the  editorial  and  business  staffs  was  eligible  to  attend.
